The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (M.P.E.P, § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus without a fixed support for 
pivotal movement about a first axis and for mounting for pivotal movement about a second axis 
or a removable elongated nozzle mounted in a nozzle outlet or the apparatus as claimed can be 
used to practice another and materially different process such as such as spraying liquid on a 
field for irrigation purposes.
